Una R. Winter 
of litigation to establish the 
meaning of equal rights” is an 
old one often used by those who 
have not given the matter suf- 
ficient thought. The proposed 
amendment simply asks that men 
and women.be granted the same 
rights under the law—that is, the 
same legal rights. As_ these 
rights are already defined in our 
laws of both state and _ nation, 
there is no need of “litigation to 
define equal rights”. 

We ask cnly that all-laws now 
written on the statute books ap- 
ply alike to men and women; that 
whatever legal rights men enjoy 
in a given state be extended to 
women also, in that state; that 
laws favoring women in any state 
be extended as well to men in 
that state. There is nothing fair- 
er than this, I feel sure. 

At this time women are ‘near- 
ly citizens” (only 1000 laws in the 
various states discriminate 
against them); and as we pay the 
same taxes, suffer the same pen- 
alties when we break the laws, 
we ask the same rights under the 
laws that men now have and the 
Equal Rights Amendment would 
bring this about by “one stroke 
of the pen” so to speak. 

As to protective laws for wo- 
men in industry, we strongly sup- 
port equal rights here, for we be- 
lieve if a protective law is good, 
it should be extended to men as 
well as women. Statistics show 
that women are longer lived than ¢ 
men and, although men have more 
physical strength, yet women are 
more enduring under adversity. 

The new wage-hour law applies 
alike to men and women workers, 
but the states, like California, 
that had so-called protective laws 
for women on their books are still 
trying to enforce them in prefer- 
ence to complying with the federal 
law. 

Easily secured information con- 
cerning the status of employed 
women reveals the fact that the 
“protective” laws, however hon- 
estly they may have been con- 
ceived, often are operated to the 
distinct and unfair detriment of 
the very women they are supposed 
to protect. 

In the argument presented by 
the League of Women Voters, at- 
tention was called to the fact that 
three national organizations of | 
women were against the amend- 
ment.
